All those subscribing w ill

fall due several weeks after the con 
vention, 
w hich w ill opeu the last 
week in May 
When the funds are 
needed the notes can he 
discounted 
and ready cash w ill tie in the hands 
of 
the com m ittee 
who 
w ill 
need 
money to proceed with building opera 
tions in the 
spring 
Considerable 
revenue w ill accrue to the com m ittee 
from the rent of sleeping accommoda 
tions on the grounds and a tte r the 
con vention. w hoa accounts are settled, 
those giving notes w ill tie required to 
pay only th e ir share ic proportion to 
the expense as indicated by th eir pro­ 
portion of the en tire am ount su bscrib­ 
ed 


For exam ple if a citizen subscribes 
$100 and it is found th a t af the total 
subscription list only one half is need­ 
ed to meet ult expenses 
the citizen 
w ill need to pay only $50 <10 when bis 
note falls due. 
In this way 
the funds 
w ill be guaranteed yet no one w ill 
tie compelled to pay money not actual 
ly required by the com mittee.

GROSBEAK IS OUR FRIEND. 


Much Maligned Little Bird la Aotiv*( 
Enemy of Deatruetive Insects. 
Tho grosbeak la a very much malign­ 
ed bird and Instead of being destruc­ 
tive to crops he la, on th* contrary, of 
groat benefit, according to farmers’ 
bulletin 460, Just issued by Secretary 
Wilson. The bulletin states that seven 
kinds of finches, commonly known sa 
the 
grosbeak, 
summer 
within 
our 
boundaries. 
A majority of these ara 
good friends of the farmer and de­ 
serve to be widely known In order 
that their services may be appreciated. 
The grosbeaks are easily distinguish­ 
ed from other finches by their stout 
form, bright plumage, massive billa 
and 
melodious 
voices. 
They 
live 
taigely In agricultural regions and se- 
< tire most of their food about culti­ 
vated lands. 
They perform Invalua­ 
ble service in destroying many of our 
worst Insect pests. 
The rose breasted species la a great 
destroyer of the potato 
bug. 
Ila 
breeds over Kansas and the mountains 
of Tennessee. 
The Investigations of 
the department show that the bird Is 
fond of green peas, but invariably con- 
-dimes 
enough 
injurious insects 
to 
more titan offset the damage. 
He has 
(»»*< ouie famous for his preying on the 
* (dorado potato beetle, and no less 
than one-tenth of the total food it con 
slimes has been proved to be the pota­ 
to beetle. It attacks the eucumtier bee­ 
tle. 
It baa proved an active enemy of 
the Rocky mountain locust during that 
insect's ruinous Invasions, and among 
tin- other pest It consumes are the 
spring and fall cankerworms, orchard 
and forest tent caterpillars, tussock. 
gypsy aud brown tall moths, plum cur- 
cullo, army worm and cinch hug. 
In 
fa< t. it attacks the worst enemies of 
agriculture 
The 
cardinal 
or 
redbird 
species 
rn rices from southern Mexico. Lower 
California and Arizona north to Iowa 
and Ontario and east to the Atlantic 
coast. 
They are permanent residents, 
spending the summer and winter In 
Hie same locality. 
It has been claim 
ed that they pull sprouting grata, bat 
no evidence of damage to either grain 
or < *ther crops Is shown from over SOO 
examinations. 
On the contrary, they 
do much good. 
They feed on locusts, 
I*er!odical cicada, the Colorado potato 
beetle, the rose chafer, cotton worm.

^intent enemy of the boll weevil and 
cotton worm.

Mtaiitltles of harmful weed seeds. 
The bulletin in Its plea for the pro 
(ection of the grosbeak says: "Present 
investigations prove that the services 
of the grosbeak In destroying Insect 
peats are Invaluable. 
Each kind pav* 
especial 
attention 
to certain 
pests 
which if unchecked would cause enor- 
ajous loss. 
Few of our birds are to 
be credited with more good and with 
fewer evils than the grosbeak, aud 
none more clearly deserves protection 
by the practical farmer.”

It Bears th* Name of a Claver Man 
From Massachusetts. 
Downing street. London, where are 
Bio British colonial and foreign offlcee 
and the official residence of the first 
lord of the treasury and where cabinet 
councils are held, perpetuates the name 
of a clever man from Massachusetts.
